It began with eight of 
Niagara’s top chefs compet¬ 
ing to see whose cuisine will 
reign supreme at the fourth 
annual Iron Chef Niagara. 

In the final battle, two 
chefs created magnificent 
dishes, but only one would 
take the title. 

It was the Stone Road 
Grille’s Ryan Crawford who 
won last Wednesday at 
Johnny Rocco's in St. 
Catharines against Anthony 
Greco, an executive chef from 
Commisso’s Fresh Foods. 

Crawford's winning dish¬ 
es included a butter poached 
lobster gnocchi poutine, a 
bacon-wrapped tenderloin 
and sprouting asparagus. 

Diners were asked to judge 
each chef’s creation based on 
three categories, presenta¬ 
tion, taste and originality in 
the secret ingredient—aspar- 
ugus. 

“I think it’s a great event,” 
says Crawford, adding that he 
couldn’t have won without 
the help of his team from the 
Stone Road Grille. 

“My team was an essential 
key factor to winning. All of 
their hard work and dedica¬ 
tion, and preparing Monday 
and Tuesday night played an 
important role in winning the

Traffic details in the works

The Old Town resident 
emailed the Advance 
recently to find out why 
the clock is no longer 
chiming. 

He said he's accus¬ 
tomed to knowing what 
time it is, thanks to the 
chiming. 

The tolling of the clock 
is always cut back when 
the Shaw Festival season 
begins, but this year Jim 
Smith, the volunteer who 
has been looking after the 


up. 

It's not permanent, says 
Smith. 

The chime is linked to a 
timer that he can set to 
control it, and most years, 
he has set it so that the bell 
doesn't ring from the time 
Shaw matinees begin at 2 
p.m. until 11 p.m. when 
the last play is finished. 

But this year became 
more complicated, says 
Smith. The Shaw has an 
early play that begins at 
the Court House at 11:30 
a.m., and the town has 
contacted him about the 
noise bylaw, which states 
no loud noises after 11 
p.m. and before 7 a.m. 

Some complaints were 
received from people in 
the Old Town—residents 
and B&B owners who say 


their guests are disturbed 
by the chiming, says parks 
and recreation director 
Clive Buist. 

That doesn't leave much 
time for the clock to chime, 
says Smith, so he just 
turned off the bell. 

"I'm so frustrated, but 
what can I do? Now it has 
to be off all night. It's not 
worth it to set the timer so 
if rings just a few times in 
the morning. I came to the 
conclusion that I should 
just shut it off. It's silenced 
until the Shaw is fin¬ 
ished." 

MacBeth is disappoint¬ 
ed. "I miss the chime. It's 
one of the things that 
makes the town special, 
and different. Now we've 
lost one more of those lit¬ 
tle things that makes this 
town different, and it 
greatly reduces the charm 
of the town."

Somerville does a

Under the direction of 
Alisa Palmer, Hennig man¬ 
ages to make Rose quite 
diabolical, Wright as Hilda 
gives women reason to be 
embarrassed to be women, 
and Flett, as Elizabeth, 
provides just the right 
measure of gentleness and 
understanding to her oth¬ 
erwise thoughtless exis¬ 
tence to allow us to appre¬ 
ciate that women are not 
totally evil or completely 
to blame for their circum¬ 
stances. 

And McLean, as Jessica, 
shows us what we need to 
see: that women can be 
both compassionate and 
strong if they choose.

In the Shaw Festival's pro¬ 
duction of Misalliance, 
directed by Eda Holmes, the 
characters do a lot of talking. 

Some hunger for intellec¬ 
tual conversation, others 
want to discuss family rela¬ 
tionships, and still others 
talk for the sake of talking. 

But in the end, it seems 
those who say the least are 
the truly honest. 

Bernard Shaw's tale is 
about a young heiress to an 
underwear fortune who is 
engaged to a bratty aristo¬ 
crat, but falls in love with- 


someone else. 

During the first act of the 
play, the audience is intro¬ 
duced to a number of char¬ 
acters including Hypatia 
Tarleton (Krista Colosimo), 
her father, Johnny Tarleton 
(Jeff Meadows), her fianc6, 
Bentley Summerhays (Ben 
Sander), her mother Mrs. 
Tarelton (Catherine 
McGregor), and her brother, 
John Tarelton (Thom 
Marriott). 

The first act bursts at its 
seams with dialogue—Bent¬ 
ley craves intellectual discus¬ 
sion, John doesn't care to 
over-analyze the literature 
he reads or the plays he sees, 
while his father Johnny lists 
names such as Ipsen and 
Browning, telling everyone 
to read these great writers. 

Hypatia, trapped in an 
unhappy engagement, is 
bored of all of this "talk, talk, 
talk,” and craves an adven¬ 
ture that will literally drop 
out of the sky. 

All of this conversation is 
interrupted when pilot Joey 
Percival (Wade Bogert- 


O’Brien), and his passenger 
Lina Szczepanowska (Tara 
Rosling), crash their plane 
into the Tarleton House. 

Rosling provides the 
comedic relief—she plays a 
foreigner that doesn't follow 
social norms. She is loud, 
considered obnoxious by the 
others and she isn't afraid to 
say what she is thinking. 

The dialogue goes on, but 
it has a purpose. It explores 
one of the themes of 
Misalliance—director Eda 
Holmes says it illustrates 
"what drives people to be

Misalliance provides a

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Councillor thinks sidewalk art would add charm—if artists follow proper protocol

Councillor Martin Mazza 
doesn't support graffiti, but 
he wonders why a request to 
the Town to allow temporary 
sidewalk art wasn't forward¬ 
ed to council. 

The incident is about two 
weeks old, but he still doesn't 
have the answer. 

Walking along Queen 
Street on May 24, pedestri¬ 
ans likely noticed an artistic 
addition to the Old Town's 
sidewalks. 

Ten quotes from Bernard 
Shaw’s plays were stenciled 
onto the sidewalk with latex 


paint overnight by The 
Niagara Artists' Centre 
(NAC)—a group of local art¬ 
ists in St. Catharines. 

The Shaw opened its sea¬ 
son the day before. 

The stencils led from the 
Shaw Festival’s flagship the¬ 
atre, the Festival Theatre, 
down Queen and Picton 
Streets and past the Shaw’s 
Court House and Royal 
George theatres. 

To some people, it may 
be considered art—but to 
the Town of Niagara-on-the- 
Lake, it is considered van¬ 
dalism. 

Mazza asked about the 
graffiti during the last com- 
mittee-of-the-whole meet¬ 


ing He says he wanted to 
know who was responsible 
for it, the costs for removing 
the stencilling and whether 
or not any charges will be 
laid. 

The councillor was also 
concerned about why the 
matter had not been brought 
before council for discus- 

Mazza was told members 
of the senior management 
team—consisting of Town 
staff, would meet later in the 
week to discuss what are 
appropriate actions to take. 

Within 48 hours of its 
appearance on the side¬ 
walks, the graffiti was 
removed, says Mike 


Galloway, chief administra¬ 
tive officer, told the 
Advance. 

"It's something that took 
a considerable amount of 
time to remove." 

Galloway says the Town 
is still reviewing the issue 
and can't say what the costs 
were to remove the graffiti, 
or whether or not the orga¬ 
nization involved in paint¬ 
ing it will be held responsi¬ 
ble for the costs of removal. 

He adds that the NAC did 
not follow proper protocol— 
they didn't submit a formal 
written request for permis¬ 
sion to the Town, says 
Galloway. Instead they 
phoned into Town hall and 


asked Town staff if they 
could paint the quotes. They 
were turned down and told 
of the process but the artists 
went ahead without approv¬ 
al, says Galloway. 

Mazza told the Advance 
he agrees the Town made 
the right decision in remov¬ 
ing the graffiti, but he hopes 
the NAC will come forward 
to askforpermission through 
the Town's process to paint 
the quotations on the side¬ 
walks again. 

When the quotations 
appeared, Mazza says he 
watched people stopping 
and reading them. 

"Nobody took offence to 
it," he says. 


Mazza says the quota¬ 
tions from Shaw's plays 
caused people to stop and 
think about them. 

"It was a novel idea and it 
caused no one harm." 

Mazza says he is frustrat¬ 
ed because he was "not once 
made aware" of the issue 
until after Town staff had 
already made a decision to 
remove the graffiti, without 
consulting councillors. 

During Monday night's 
council meeting, Mazza 
asked why council had not 
been informed the graffiti 
after the fact. 

Galloway responded, say¬ 
ing the issue is "an internal 
matter."

Wakeling says part of the 
problem is that electronics 
are expensive and people 
look at them as an invest¬ 
ment so they hang on to 
them. 

RCT will accept the elec¬ 
tronics free of charge and 
will dispose of these items,

need to do is drop them off 
at RCT, located at 1875 
Niagara Stone Road, the 
former high school building 
now used for the school 
board's resource centre.

Recycling electronics saves landfill 


> More than 1,342 
tons of electron¬ 
ic waste divert¬ 
ed in Niagara 
since 2009 


Thanks to the efforts of 
many people in the Niagara 
region, more than 1,342 
tons of electronic waste has 
been successfully diverted 
from the garbage dump. 

Through collecting, and 
recycling this electronic 
waste, more than 100,000 
tons have been diverted 
from garbage dumps across 
Ontario through the Ontario 
Electronic Stewardship pro¬ 
gram, says Johnathan 
Spencer, OES executive 
director. 

The Niagara region was 
fourth on the list of the top 
10 municipalities that have 
made an impact. 

Spencer says it's encour¬ 
aging to see the OES reach 
its goal "which is a good 
milestone. 

"The fact that the Niagara 
region generated more than 
1,300 tons is encouraging," 
Spencer adds. 

The OES began its goal 
to divert 100,000 tons of 
electronic waste from the 
land fill in 2009 and the goal 
was met in January of this 
year, says Spencer. 

The program hopes to 
divert 100,000 more tons 
over the next three years. 

The executive director 
says more than three quar¬ 
ters of Ontarians are aware 
of the OES and about 85 per 
cent of people living in the 
province live within close 
proximity to an electronic 
waste collection site. 

There are a few reasons 
why Niagara residents 
should continue to be a part 
of the recycling move¬ 
ment-electronic waste is 
the fastest growing waste in 
the world and precious 
materials can be recovered 
from recycling and harmful 
materials are kept out of the 
landfill, says Spencer. 

He adds that there are 
organizations partnered 
with the OES that re-use 
electronic materials and 
whatever else can't be used 
is recycled. 

As part of the OES's mis- 


recycle, Spencer 
encourages people to visit 
www.recycleyourelectron- 
ics.ca to learn more about 
the program and to sign a 
pledge to recycle old elec- 

Dave Wakeling, manager 
of Renewed Computer 
Technology (RCT) in 
Niagara-on-the-Lake, says 
he is thrilled the Niagara 
region is one of the top per¬ 
formers in helping to divert 
so much electronic waste 
from the landfill. 

RCT is a non-profit orga¬ 
nization that works to 
extend the life of technology 
for students, educators and 
other not-for-profit organi¬ 
zations. 

In fact, it is one of the 
only certified organizations 
within the region that re¬ 
uses electronic equipment, 
says Wakeling. 

Computers, and com¬ 
puter parts are refurbished 
and donated to schools, 
libraries, charities, other 
non-profit organizations 
and low income learners. 

Whatever can't be re¬ 
used is recycled through the 
Ontario Ministry of the 
Environment's Waste 
Electrical and Electronic 
Equipment program. 

RCT recently held an 
e-roundup event where res¬ 
idents were invited to recy¬ 
cle their unwanted comput¬ 
ers, televisions and many 
other unwanted electronic 
devices collecting dust in 
the basements. 

There were two skids 
filled with miscellaneous 
items such as cameras, 
type-writers and VCRs, one

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Secrets revealed on Shaw Garden Tour 


The Shaw Garden Tour is a 
dream-come-true for any green 
thumb living in Niagara-on-the- 
Lake.

Gabe Takach and his wife 
Sylvia Dunbar's home at 277 
Regent Street is one of the stops on 
the tour. 

It's the second time they have 
opened their home for the tour 
and there are many reasons why 
visitors want to keep coming 
back. 

Some of what people will see 
has been around for years, and 
some was planted since Takach 
and his wife bought the property 
in 1990. 

Strolling into the backyard, 
lush green hedges that were plant¬ 
ed by the home's previous owner 


sometime in the 1950s surround 
the property. There are lots of 
perennials with pink and purple 
blooms, some clematis and plenty 
of beautifully pots and window 
boxes planted with dazzling flow- 

in the front yards, beaunful 
Hellaborus plants grow, with buds 
that start peaking through the 
snow. Many people ask about 
when they come, Takach says. 

He recycles everything he 
can—grass cuttings, leaves and 
even branches and hedge trim¬ 
mings. He has created a space in 
his backyard behind a shed where 
he composts grass and sends his 
hedge trimmings, leaves and 
branches into a chipper. 

He takes the refined mixture 
and uses it as a fertilizer which "is 
very rich and beneficial." 

Although a gardener is never 
truly finished—there is always 


another project to finish, or weeds 
to pull—Takach says his garden 
will be ready for guests. 

And he will be ready to answer 
any questions. 

"I will most likely be out in the 
garden working on something” 

The Shaw Garden Tour will 
also offer a display of costumes 
used for Shaw performances.

InfoHealth session will 
deal with ALS (also known 
as Lou Gehrig's Disease), 
and how to make the best 
of life once the disease has 
been diagnosed. 

Leading the session will 
be Professor John 
Turnbull, director of the 
regional ALS clinic and 
head of neurology at 
McMaster University 
Medical Centre. 

The session has been 
arranged by Dr. Bill Brown, 
also a professor of neurol¬ 
ogy at McMaster. 

It's the second in what 
he hopes will be a con¬ 
tinuing liaison with the 
professionals at McMaster 
University. 

Amyotrophic lateral 
sclerosis is a disease that 
presents a huge physical 


and emotional challenge 
to those who are diag¬ 
nosed, with muscular 
weakness and atrophy 
eventually leading to a 
declining ability to carry 
out basic tasks, including 
eating, communicating, 
and eventually breathing. 

"It's a relentlessly pro¬ 
gressive disease," says Dr. 
Brown." 

Life expectancy is esti¬ 
mated at three to five 
years, although some 
patients live longer, up to 
10 to 15 years. 

There is one drug that 
is used to treat ALS, but it 
is only thought to extend 
life by months. 

It's not an uncommon 


three people suffering 
from it in NOTL, and that 
would be expected in a 
population of this size, 
says Brown.

of Dr. Turnbull and 
his clinic. 

But although this ses¬ 
sion is about ALS, it is 
more about the impact of 
the disease and the diffi¬ 
cult decisions that must 
be made by those who 
know what awaits them, 
says Brown. 

Some of those deci- 

other terminal illnesses, 
although as a neurologist 
with years of experience 
with patients who have 
ALS, Brown says he has 
never met a more remark¬ 
able and couragious group 
of people than those with 
this disease. While every¬ 
one handles it differently, 
"I consider it a disease of 
saints," he says. 

Unlike other terminal 
illnesses, there is no treat¬ 


ment such as surgery, 
chemotherapy or radia¬ 
tion, and unlike other 
degenerative diseases, 
those with Lou Gehrigs 
don't lose their minds. 

"Over the years they 
become virtually totally 
paralyzed, but remain 
fully cognizant of what's 
going on." 

Once breathing 
becomes difficult, they 
have a "huge decision to 
make" about whether to 
go on a ventilator to pro¬ 
long life. 

"They all know they 
have a tough road ahead 
as their body shuts 

Support from their 
families and communities 
seems to make a big dif¬ 
ference for them, he says. 

But the medical com¬ 


munity can do little to 
help, other than to help 
work through some of the 
difficult decisions they 
will face. 

So while Dr. Turnbull 
will talk about ALS, he will 
also frame the important 
question of end-of-life 
issues, says Dr. Brown. 

"Death is about living, 
and about making deci¬ 
sions. We're all going to be 
in the same boat at some 
point, and what we want 
to know is how to make 
the best of life, and get the 
most out of it." 

After a summer break, 
September's discussion 
will be about living wills. 

The InfoHealth session 
on ALS and end-of-life 
issues is at the NOTL 
Public Library Wednesday, 
June 13 at 2 p.m.

Fame 


Last year, it was Ward 
SimpsonandZenonKonopka 
who were added to the wall. 

There are many more 
worthy individuals who 
deserve a spot on the town's 
Sports Wall of Fame, but they 
won't get there unless they're 
nominated. 

The deadline is June 20, 
but Ted Wiens, chair of the 
nomination committee, 
hopes to once again have a 
good cross-section of athletes 
and sports builders to choose 
from—and he hopes to have 
the nominations soon, so the 
committee can do a good Job 
of choosing. 

Last year Wiens was wor¬ 
ried that there wouldn't be 
suitable nominations, but the 
community came through, 
and he was delighted with 
the two additions. 

Simpson plays hockey in 
the Hot Tub League, but it 
was his many years of sup¬ 
porting sports and recreation 


in the community that got 
him nominated as a builder, 
which can also include a 
coach or an executive in a 
sports league whose work for 
the community has been 
outstanding. 

Zenon Konopka, an NOTL 
native, now plays for the 
Ottawa Senators and has 
played for the National 
Hockey League since 2005, 
originally as part of the 
Mighty Ducks of Anaheim. 

Each year Wiens worries 
that there are people who 
should be nominated but 
won't be, because people 
always assume somebody 
else will fill out that form. 

"We know there are many 
people who have been vital 
in helping sports programs in 
town. We're just hoping peo¬ 
ple will recommend them." 

This is a small town, but 
when he's at the arena, as he 
often is, he strolls along and 
looks at the wall, and is 
reminded of how many great 
athletes and community 
sports supporters have come 
from Niagara-on-the-Lake. 
He hopes to see more of their 
faces on the wall in future 

Most years, two people 


are chosen to be added to the 
wall, although that's not 
guaranteed—there have to 
be suitable nominations, he 

And although it's located 
in the arena, Wiens points 
out, it's not all about hock¬ 
ey-tennis, football, rowing, 
lacrosse, golf, swimming and 
basketball are just some of 
the sports that are repre¬ 
sented. 

"It's not a hockey wall of 
fame, it's the Sports Wall of 
Fame," says Wiens. 

The Meridian Credit 
Union Arena opened in 
2003, and in 2004, "the NOTL 
Kinsmen wanted to do 
something for one of their 
own, Stan Ignatczyk, who 
had passed away prema¬ 
turely," Wiens explained. 

Ignatczyk, a former Lord 
Mayor of NOTL, was a quiet 
man who didn't like atten- 
tion-he deflected it to oth¬ 
ers, said Wiens. 

The Kinsmen came up 
with the Wall of Fame to 
honour him as he would 
have wanted-by honouring 
others who were deserving 
of recognition.
